ro come to my preſent ſubject, I thinke I may ſay ſo- 
mething. of this nature of our worthy Deceaſed. But 
miſtake me not , Noble and Courteous Auditours , I 
doe not pretend to make exorbitant paralells between 
great Saints and M* Carre ; I can not forbear to pro- 
fcſle my ſelf roo great an enimy to- fordid flattery , 
and muſt owne M- Carre too great a freind toa certain 
_ truth, and an honeſt uprightnefle , to uſe fuch 

yperbolicall extrayagancies upon his account. I muſt 
confeſſe my very worthy and much obliging freind was 
very unhappy to fall into ſuch poor hands as mine to 
have his deſerverd prayſes ſert forth ; but yer it shall 
not be ſo very il} neither , and which I am confident 
he would have eſteemed the baſeſt of all pretended 
go0d-offices, I meane he $hall not be flattered: and yet 
fome thing of this nature may ſtand with truth, and I 
without any flattery may ſay, his Converſion had ſome- 
thing of extraordinary , and thence inferre that God 
| had intended him an Inſtrument of very much good.Irt 
was his misfortune to haye ſpent his childhood and ſome 
part of his youth in' a Church which bath unhappily 
divided herſelf from that Church which God had moſt 
graciouſly deſtgned him to be a confiderable member 
of, which he effefted by bringing him to ſee a poſleſt 
perſon exercifed by a Roman-Catholike Prieſt: the poor 
poſleſt gave fuch teſtimonies of his misfortune , that 
the ſad truth was altogether unqueſtionable : and the

mime meo Deamonia ejcient. Nor can it be reaſonably 
objected thar his youth made him foolishly Credu- 
lous; thoſe who were acquainted with his temper knew 
him to be farre from ſo weake an humour as to be 
cally impoſed upon; and his remembring that paſſage 
with much admiration even in his old age , is a ſtrong 
confirmation of the reaſonable proceeding ofhis youth. 
But this was only 2 ligne and foretelling that God had 
deſigned him for ſome very particular Good , and that. 
was to, be yours, Religious fiſters, whoſe Beginning, 
Proceeding , and Preſent condition owes very much 
to M: Carrie's Wiſdome and Labour , his Learning 
and Piety.

Our De- 
ps 5 could upon occaſions haue fpeedy Audience, 
and be treated with. a moſt freindly kindneſſe , whilſt 
perſons. of great note were forced to come frequently; 
waite long,. and in the end hardly have one word ac- 
cording to. their wish and deſire, This certainly was 
very much, but not all : our late Queen-Mother of 
pious and. ſacred memory voutfafed. not only moſt 
graciouſly to:take notice of him , but further made 
appear that her Majeſty .thought-his concerns not un- 
worthy of her appearing in them, and his perſon nor 
unworthy of: her Royall Prote&tion. Thus we often 
read in holly Scripture that thoſe, whom Allmighty 
God: intended for the affiſtance and releif of his aflic- 
ted. people were by hinz ingratiated with the Gouer- 
nours and. Princes of the places where- they were, as 
Joſeph: with Putiphar , and. Pharao himſelf in Egypt 
tor the: releif of his old father Jaeob with his Brethe- 
ren: the Patriarchs; and the == Tobie, for the com- 


fort. of the FKraclites in: the Aﬀyrian captivity, with the 
-rryamphanc-Prince-King Salt ana fir War aue now 
ſayd. of M*Carre,are truths which many know although 
with: kind of an-unconcerned ſpeculation , but you, 
Religious Siſters, by a happy gainefull experience of

Carre's maine endeavour 4 whoſe principall end was 
only to become inftrumentall to your happineſle ; and 
as it vere , the channell-by - which all the freinds he- 


could make $should diſcharge their bounties and fa- 
vours upon you. I pafle over the great Credit he had 
with many others of leffer note, which yet proued very, 
neceffary for your eftablisghment and ſubſiſtance : the

then I dare allott my ſelf for the whole difcourfe ; I 
may tell you in $hort that all M- Carre's life was a

treats, Cloathings, Profefhions,, and what not 2 The 
many.

Devout and truly Religious Thomas of Kempiswhich 
he hath made yours , by making: them - intelligible to 
you. Nay he was. nat content to. employ his Learning 
for the ſpirituall good. of your Houſe only, he farther 
engaged his pen for the honour and concerne of your 
whole Order, joyned with the learned P.Fronteau and 
writt a booke to maintain that admirable worke which 
relisheth. ſo devoutly to every ones guft;the Imitation. 
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dertaking'prou'd fo ſuccesfull that a favorable ſentence 
was given' for our Deceaſed his pretentions , and a pe- 
remptory prohibition for the printing of the ſayd 


Order, our whole Nation is beholding to him for the 
Piety of Pars compoſed by him : the devine booke of 
the Love of God ſeverall of Cardinall de Richelieu's 
workes, the Drawght of Eternity, and many others were 
by him tanght to ſpeake english for English-mens ſakes. 
Not only your particular Houſe', not only your whole 
Order,not only our whole Nation 1s beholding to him, 
he hath further well deferyed of the whole Church of 
God by the feverall workes he hath compoſed for the 
vindication of its ſacred Faith againſt the miſtaken zeale 
and falſe conceipts of fome of her enimies:; 

His Vertue was nothing inferiour to. his Learning: 
he moſt eminently deſerved the title which we uſually 
beſtow upon a man we thinke deſerves a ſyncere and 
cordiall commendation, and whom we cal an Honeſt 
man: An encomium' that ſounds but little , yer ſays 
very much : it meanes one that goes ſtretght before 
him, a Candid,Syncere, Vpright man *: a worthy mem- 
ber of human ſociety, one that deſeryes to be truſted 
and confided in: A precious thing in this our Age, 
where there is ſo much cunning, intriguing,diſſembling, 
double-dealing , and covert driuing on of private deſt- 
gnes and interefts, that 'tis almoſt as hard for an honeſt 
plainly-meaning mar-to finde an other to fix and rely 
uponzas it was for Archimedes to finde a place out of 
the world to ſett his Engine upon, with which he pre- 
tended to have moved the Machine of the whole Vnis 
verſe : and yet the God of goodneſſe and' charity, for 
the entertaining thereof betwen 'man-and man, would. 
have them ſtand in'need of their mutuall help and the 
afliftance 'of each other , and there is kardly-that man.

tended for, but in vaine. Beſides your Houſe and your wvrier 1642. 
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_ fo ſtored with temporall bleflings-as never ſtands in 
need of an others freindship, counſcil, or the like afi- 
ſtance. 'Tis upon this account that I'dare ſay the En- 
glish world had a conſiderable lofle in M* Carre,whoſe 
juſt proceedings, upright and honeſt behaviour were 
as well known as his name, men uſually putt them to- 
gether , and the word was, HonesT M: CaRRE. The 
great dealings, the many emploiments, which the cir« 
cumſtances he was in unayoydably putt him uponzthe 
vaſt truſts and confidences our miſerable times occa- 
fioned him to be tryed with, were excellent teſts of 
the Honeſt man I have ſpoken of , and who gave un- 
deniable teſtimonies of his being ſuch , fince in all 
theſe great and many occaſions no man was ever aloo- 
[er,except himſelf who ſtill preferr'd to ſuffer , rather 
then an other should who had thought him fitt to be 
ruſted and confided in. His advice and counſeils vere 
mo ſame ſtraine with his Truſt, honeſt and upright : 
Worth, Truth, and Vertue were ſtill che: meaſures of 
*his proccedings, ſo that none came more diſſatisfied 
with him, then thoſe who deſired to be flattered by 
him. 'Twas the great maxime_of his proceedings that 
Truth and honeſty would ſtill be juſtified , and beare 
up at laſt, however for a while trampled upon, ſo that 
his motto Should haye bin Afagns eſt Veritas Ex preVva- 
tet Great is Trath and alwayes prevalent, This was 
his proceeding in order to thoſe wha thought fitt to 
conhde either their affaires to his condud and truſt,or 
themſelves tro his aduice and counſeils. Thoſe: who 
ſtood in need of the afliftance of his purſe were not 
more unhappy ,and tis hard to fay whether were grea» 
ter his uprightneſfe and honefſty,or his compaſſion and 
charity: hardly ever. any one craved it that was refu- 
ſed it, but many had the comfort of enjoying ir, with- 
out the confuſion of begging it, When he had ir not in 
money 3 his bookes , pictures , cloaths were ſold, any 
thing ſo the Poor were relcived; and becauſe the pro- 
miſe of Chriſt of till having Poor amongſt us bath of

late years bin ſo vlentifully falfll'd; when his goods 
could not reach to help the needy, his Credit was 
to be employed for them , and principally with that 
Vertuous Noble-man I haue hinted at : he knows ve- 
ry well that although our Deceaſed had many. occa- 
- ions to trouble him for his Credit and Afſtance, 
yet did he never more frequently importune him 
upon any account,then the releiving the Poor. Great 
comfort in order to our Deceaſed ! eſpecially if we 
may in any ſort rely upon that paſſage of the Au- 
'thour of that worke putt amongſt thoſe of S. Augu-> 
ſtin, and. intituled ſermones ad fratres in Eremo; the 
ſayd paſſage is the beginning ofthe 44. chapter,and 
runs in theſe termes; numquam recordor me legiſſe ma- 
12 morte periiſſe illum qui lubenter _= Charitatis vel pie- 
fatis exerceret, I doe not remember ever to haveread 
that a harty charitable man ever dyed a bad death 
and perished: and the reaſon he adds is, mwultos habet 
interceſſores, he hath many to plead and intercede for 


him. Tis upon this account that I can not forbeare' * 


to profeſſe what I was moſt pleaſed and ſatisfyed 
with at his Buriall. He had indeed the honour to be 
accompanied to his Graue by many perſons of note, 
and ſeyerall of eminent quality. 'Twas a Civilit 

equall ro their Quality , very Great, and which 
chalengeth his freinds particular gratitude to be ex- 
preſt in their due thankes and acknowledgments;bur 
ſtill the Goodneſſe was theirs, honor eſt in honorante. 
'Twas ſomething to ſee the Corpſe accompanied with 
great multitudes , and the Streets crowded with 
throungs of ſpeatours : but alas ! ſome of theſe 
might be there out of mere Idleneſſe , others by 
Chaunce , and ſome again out of Curioſity : but to 
heare ſeverall of the Poor fay; oh ! he was a good 
'man, he often releived me : he was truly charitable; 
we all looſe a great freind, a common father : God 


reward him, God graunt him eyerlaſting reſt and

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prace: that he may meet his Almes in heayen : that 
1c may never want any thing in the next world,who 
ſo charitably releived ours in this. Oh} this a comfor- 
table hearing ; theſe are efhicacious prayers for the 
Dead ; theſe are powerfull Interceffours wirh the 
Devine Juſtice for a poor ſinner, habet wwultos Inter- 
ceſſores. Indie mala liberabit eum Dominus. 

Bat it may be, after you have ſeen ſo much com- 
paſhon and tendernefle in his hart , you hardly ex- 

& to finde much fortitude and magnanimity in his. 
Foales and ſo you might indeed , had he bin molli- 
fied by Nature , more then by Charity ; but ſuch is 
the excellence of that yertue that she tempers our 
harts with ſo admirable a Meane, that we are at once 
hott and cold, foft and hard, ſweet and ſower, yecl- 
ding and ſtiff, complying and mexorable. 'Twas thus 
that Mr Carre was ſoft and compaſſonate for the 
neceſſities of the poor , whilſt he was reſolute and 
unshakable for uprightneſſe , juſtice, and truth : a 
great vertue tn a perſon of his calling ! Chriſtian for- 
titude, and Prieftly magnanimity certainly is one of 
the moſt neceſſary vertues for perſons of our Pro- 
feſſion , becauſe - is nothing more ruinous to 
Chriſtian Piety then the baſe Compliance of Prieſts. 
Their Vnchriſtian Cowardlinefle ,, their Vnprieſtly 
Lashete not only occaſions , it incourages and autho- 
rizeth Vice. "Twas the want of this Prieſtly vertue 
of couragiouſly ſtanding np for God's cauſe, when 
occaſion should requier, that made great Prophets 
apprehend their Miſſions, although immediatly ſent 
from God himſelf: hence that of Moyſes que ſum 
ego ut vadam ad Pharaonem, ex-educam filios 1frael2 
Who am I that $hall dare ſpeake to Pharao to dif- 
miſfe the children of Ifrael? that-of the Prophet Je- 
remy A, 4,4, Domime Deus, ecce,neſcio loqui, quia puer 
ego ſum. A,a,a, my Lord and God! A fine Miffionair 
to be ſent to thy peopte , poor child that I am whe 
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can not ſpeake. But thoſe whom allmighty God de- 
figned for his ſervants , he ftill ſtrengthned them 
with his devine affiftance,and enabled them to wirh- 
ſtand the frownes and fierceſt lookes of their proud 
enimies. Dzixit Dominus ad AMoyſen ecce conflutui te £99: 9 
Deum Pharaonts. Moyſes, faith our Lord, be of good ; 
courage, I have made thee proud Pharao's God: and 
to the Prophet Jeremie Ne tumeas 4 face corum, quia 1: 7. 
ego tecum- ſum ut eruam te ducit Domnus. Fear them 
nor, 11 ever ſtand hy thee, and prote& thee, ſayth 
our Lord : or, as the Prophet Ezechiel expreſſeth it, 
ecce dedi faciem tuam valentiorem faciebus eorum , & x,y. ; 
frontem tuam duriorem frontibus corum. I have given 
thee a face to outface their faces, which Tertullian 7 
calls a modeſt impudence, honeſta impudentia verita- | 
tem annunciet nullias faciem reveritus. The exa&. pra- | 
Riſe of our Deceaſed : when Truth, Juſtice , and | 
Vprightnefſe were concerned,he fear'd no body; he 
never ſpared any, when there was a juſt occaſion of 
telling them non licet tibt; 'tis not lawfull for you , Marc. 6.. 
you muſt not. He hath upon occafions ſpoken with 2 
ſo much Chriſtian libertie to perſons” of very great 
quality, whoſe freindship he valued infinitely , and 
no leſſe ſtood in need of their favour and Protec- 
tion, that had they not bir as conſiderable for their 
Vertue and Goodnefle, as. they were for their Power | 
and Greatnefſe, he might have loſt his Freinds and 
Patrons, and ſacrificed his Satisfation and Intereſt 
to Truth and Juſtice. | | 
But time calls upon me- to make an end, and ſo.I 
will, having firſt fayd one word concerning his Do- 
&rine in order to the direing of you., Religious 
Siſters; and that was like the reſt of his proceedings, 
upright, ſyncere ,, folid , and\'Chriſtien : I cthinke.

Enfine his 
great _— was, that your Religious Perfefion 
was to conſiſt in a Chriſtian vanquishing your paſ- 
ſions , and overcomming your imperfections; in an 
aſſiduous and conſtant performance of yourReligious 


duties; in a worthy , reſpe&fuli approaching to the 


holly ſacraments : ina modelling your ſelves in ſome 
meaſure after the great Originall of all Saints and 


' Predeftinate Chr oY un , and that, by copying 


out, by your praQtiſe, ſome ofthe Chriſtian vertues, 
which alone can make us like Chriſt, Patience, Hu- 


- mility, Meckeneſle, Sweetneſſe, Charity towards our 


Neighbour , together with a profound Eſteeme , 
Reſpe&, and Reverentiall Love of Allmighty God. 
Theſe were the lefſons and documents which he 


' never ceaſed: to inculcate to you, to ſettle and im- 


print in your mindes ,, at all ſeaſons, all times, all 
occaſions, opportune mmportune. |

S. Bernard's'words in his funerall ſermon which I
